ter selling his estate to John Rothrock, 
a progenitor of the late State Forester 
Dr. Rothrock, came to Beaver Creek, 
Lancaster, now York county in 1749 
where 
he resided 24 years until 
his 
death in 1773. 


“The family consisted of four sons 
and two daughters. Shortly after ar­ 
rival one of the daughters was bitten 
by a mad dog and contracted rabies. 
,The second daughter, while sewing up 
‘the 
rent 
made by the 
dog’s 
teeth 
pricked her finger with the needle and 
|both died of rabies.

I found in every Jacobs family Bible,

“ The eldest son, George, 1729-1806, 
homesteaded 
in Cameron 
township, 
Berks county in 1756, remaining there 
17 
years and joined 
the family 
at 
| E ast Berlin, continuing the business 
* of his father as a weaver of cloth and 
fine linen. 
“ Samuel, 1731-1775, the second son, 
became a land owner in 1764 and was 
mortally injured at the barn raising 
on the estate of his son-in-law, Ma­ 
thias Mummert, and this barn stood on 
'the site 
of the present 
yellow bam , 
about midway 
between Abbottstown 
and E ast Berlin, near the entrance to 
the farm ers’ 
picnic grounds. 
These 
are part of the original Henry Jacobs 
hom estead. 
| 
“ Henry, 
1734-1787, the third 
son, 
with his family went to the Mississip­ 
pi settlement in N orth Carolina, now 
T ennessee. 
i 
“ Philip, 1738-1792, the fourth son, 
became a land holder in 1761. All the 
•sons w’ere skilled weavers in addition 
to their ability to fa rm .

Washington, Aug. l l —The killing 
of another American in Mexico was 
reported officially to the State De­ 
partment yesterday by the American 
consul at Torreon, but the story told

dent. 
Consul Donaldson’s telegram said 
the man killed was Guy Marks, 
of 
I Columbus, Ohio, and that G. F . Mar­ 
tin, of San Antonio, Texas, had been 
wounded. 
The dispatch added that 
the 
attack 
on the 
two 
men took 
place last Friday night at Mapimi, 
Duarngo, and was credited to ban­ 
dits, who were being pursued by lo­ 
cal authorities. 
Newspaper advices Wednesday from 
Torreon to Mexico City 
had given 
the dead 
man’s name 
as Thomas 
Martin and had said that Guy Marks 
was seriously injured. 
According to 
this story, miners from a neighbor­ 
ing camp were responsible and the 
shooting was 
said to 
have taken 
place on Sunday 
near 
LaZecatera, 
Coahuila. 
Department officials here endeav­ 
oring to further confirm 
the con­ 
sul’s dispatch and 
to secure addi­ 
tional details.

Washington, Aug. l l —Announce­ 
ment that an agreement between the 
United States and Germany provid­ 
ing for 
the determinatoin 
of the 
amount of claims 
against Germany 
was signed yesterday in Berlin, was 
made last night by the State Depart­ 
ment. The agreement provides for a 
claims commission to be composed of 
two commissioners and an umpire. 
Associate Justice Day of the Unit­ 
ed States Supreme Court, it was an­ 
nounced, has been selected by Presi­ 
dent Harding as umpire. 
He 
will 
have authority to decide finally upon 
questions on which the two commis­ 
sioners—one to be selected by each 
Government—may disagree. 
The 
selection of 
Justice Day, it 
was stated, was made after the Ger­ 
man Government expressed a desire 
to have an American citizen appoint­ 
ed as umpire. 
The name 
of 
the 
American 
Commissioner, 
it 
was 
said, will be announced later. 
Claims To Be Adjudicated 
Under the agreement the Commis­ 
sioners 
will 
meet 
in 
Washington 
within two months from the date of 
its signature, and will pas9 upon (I) 
claims 
arising 
from seizure of, or 
damage to American property within 
the 
former German 
Empire; 
(2) 
claims arising as a consequence of 
the war and occurring since July 31, 
1914, and (3) debts owed as between 
the nationals of the two countries. 
The announcement from the State 
Department follows: 
An agreement between the United 
States and Germany providing 
for 
the determination of the amount of 
claims against Germany was signed 
yesterday 
in Berlin. 
This 
agree­ 
ment provides for a claims commis­ 
sion composed of two commissioners 
and an umpire. 
One commissioner 
is to be named by each Government i 
and the two 
Governments are 
to 
agree upon an umpire. 
The umpire 
is to decide finally upon any ques­ 
tions as to which the commissioners 
may disagree. 
(ierinany Shows Confidence 
Simultaneously with the signing of 
the agreement, the German Govern­ 
ment expressed its desire to have an 
American citizen 
appointed 
as the 
umpire and requested the President 
of the United 
States to 
make the 
designation accordingly. 
Pursuant 
to this request, the President 
has 
named as umpire William R. Day, 
Associate 
Justice 
of 
the 
United 
States Supreme Court. The name of 
the American commissioner will bt 
announced later.

Mr. Lee gave the following state­ 
ment to the Associated Press: 
“The following telegraphic instruc­ 
tion* have been sent to General Choir­ 
man T. S. Jackson, Illinois Central 
Railroad, and August Wicks, chair­ 
man Rock Island and Pacific, 
and 
will go forward to any and all gen­ 
eral 
committees forwarding 
com­ 
plaint* to me that our membership is 
in dafiftr on their roads ax a result 
of armed guards or defective locomo­ 
tive* and equipment: 
“" ‘lf employment on your fine is 
unbearable on account of conditions 
due to shopmens itTike, your general 
committee should be convened ana, if 
a majority of such committee votes 
In favor of a strike, authority of the 
undersigned, as provided for in Gen­ 
eral Rule t of the Constitution and 
General 
Rules of the 
Brotherhood 
will be given.* *’ 
WIE Not T m Authority. 
“ I uriH not pays such authority to 
the individual members of the broth­ 
erhood or to local committeemen on 
any line.” 
General Rule No. 9, referred to 
above, deals with procedure regarding 
adjustment of difference* and griev­ 
ances and, in part, is as follows:

Deny Defective Equipment. 
New York, Aug. 11.—The Associa­ 
tion of Railway Executives, through 
Robert S. Binkerd, assistant to the 
chairman, yesterday issued a denial of 
charges of strike leaders throughout 
the country that roads are using de­ 
fective locomotives and cars, endan­ 
gering the lives of train crews and 
passengers. 
“These are the facts” said 
Mr. 
Binkerd: “It is the 
duty 
of every 
engineer before 
taking his 
locomo­ 
tive out on a run to thoroughly in­ 
spect it, and and if rn any important 
respect he finds it to be unfit for ser­ 
vice he has the right to reject it. 
He 
can refuse to take such a locomotive 
out, and he can demand 
from

road foreman of engines 
a locomo­ 
tive in proper shape to run.

Sacramento, Calif., Aug. l l . — Mrs. 
Mabel Belarde, in jail in connection 
with the death of A. Biese, a rancher 
maintained her pack of eighteen dogs 
had killed the man after she had quar­ 
reled with him Tuesday.

Russell, declared there were 
many 
discrepancies. 
Russell said she could 
not explain how some of Biese’s cloth­ 
ing was found hanging on a fence be­ 
tween the two ranches. 
The woman 
was taken today to the ranch and 
again went over details of the killing 
to officials. 
Upon reaching her house Mrs. Be­ 
larde ran to the room where the dogs 
had been confined. 
She caressed the 
dogs, who crowded around her, bark­ 
ing and whining. 
“ Men don’t understand a woman’s 
love for dumb animals,” she told the 
jail matron. 
“I would give my life
